department “the city was free from gam- 
bling,”” and Chief Collins’ oft repeated state- 
ment that “ gambling Is dead.” 

Mr. Kennedy, like many another person not 
on the city police pay rolls, “‘ suspected ”’ 
there was bold and unmolested gam- 
bling in many of the big  hotels— 
among them the Sherman house, the 
Morrison, the Saratoga, and the Windsor- 
Clifton. He decided on the Windsor-Clifton 
for his “investigations."" He arranged with 
Justice A. V. Lee, 8977 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, to keep open his mill of justice untila 
late hour last night. 

Proceeds to the Hotel. 

Taking Constables J. W. Palmer, Martin 
Burgess, Mike Hanley, and Charles Slater, he 
drove to the entrance of the Windsor-Clifton 
at 8:30 o’clock. After'’stationing a bua 
at the dgor the raiding party entered the 
elevator and was taken to the parlor floor, 
unquestioned. An obstacle was encountered 
there in the shape of a waiter emerging from 
the “‘ gents’ parlor "’ with a tray of glasses. 

* That room's private,” said the walter as 
Kennedy knocked on the door. 

A shuffling sound came from within 
which ceased as the knocking grew louder 
and more insistent. No move was made to 
open the G@oor, however. 

** Who Is it?" said a voice from the inside. 

“ Open the door,” shouted a constable. 

By this time the corridor was full of fright- 
ened waiters, and as the door did not open 
Kennedy gave the order to break it down. 
The four husky constables got into action 
and the lock snapped. 

Ten men, with shades over their eyes, and 
varying stacks of chips in front of them, sat 
round a white table and looked annoyed. 
Three thousand dollars, it is said, was on the 
table. 

“You are under arrest,” said Kennedy, 
placing guards at the door. 

“We are just playing for fun,” said one 
of the men. Several tried in vain to escape. 


“Pun” Effect Is Spoiled. 

“TY wish you had come a half hour earlier,” 
gaid a man with a small pile of white chips. 
“T would have saved $50." This spoiled the 
“fun” effect. 

The men were herded downstairs into the 
waiting omnibus. 

A rapid drive was made to Justice Lee’s 
court, where the prisoners were booked under 
the following names: Al Rogers, keeper; 
Henry George, George Wishare, Charles 
Huber, 8. Bean, Frank Palmer, C. F. Jack- 
son, R. V. Arn, Sam Russell, B. J. Malone. 
The cases were set until Tuesday. Rogers 
was placed under $500 bonds and the others 
under $200 each. The bonds were signed by 
* Mike’’ Wasserman. 

Kennedy disappeared after he had accom- 
plished the unveiling of the police depart- 
ment shrine. It is a matter of conjecture and 
casual choice which hotel he will descend 
upon next. He is said to have an eye espe- 
cially on the Sherman house. 

Chief Explains His Statement. 

Chief of Police Collins, when told of the 
raid, said: 

“When I made a statement recently as- 
serting that there was no gambling in Chi- 
cago, I referred to public gambling where 
handbook men held sway; not to gambling in 
hotels.” 

When told of this statement from Chief 
Collins, one of the four constables declared 
that open gambling exists at the Madison 
club, May and West Madison streets. The 
principal form of gambling there is roulette, 
he said, several outfits being used. 

Furthermore, it is known that handbooking 
is again prevalent. There isa steadily grow- 
‘ing call upon the newspapers for “ results.’’ 
The results of the last three California races 
are not included in the racing card report 
ané@ handbook men all over the city bombard 
the newspapers for these returns. THE 
TRIBUNB receives forty calls a night for this 
information an@ all these calls are from 
gambiers—calts which are refused. 


Sheriff May Take Action. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Charles W. Peters de- 
Clared that an investigation would be made 
of the report that gambling houses were be- 
ing run in Cook county along the drainage 
canal but outside the city limits. Should 
such gambling houses be found, he said, the 
sheriff will take steps to close them. Ac- 
cording to the report of Drainage Marshal 
Coen, two such houses ere run in Cook 
county west of Forty-eighth avenue, and one 
in Dupage county.

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PANTS KILL PSYCHIC LOVE. 


Now Woman Who Scorned Skirts 
Will Publish Soul Effusions. 


AFFINITY COMES, THEN RUNS. 


Finds Trouser Clad Spirit Mate Old and 
Rich Only in Thought; Flees. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 11.—[Special. }—Miss 
Susan B. Fowler, Vineland, N. J., who at the 
age of 28 cast off skirts and donned trousers 
and at the age of 82 still wears ‘em, is about 
to publish for the uplifting of the carnal 
world her psychic love letters, written her 
during a psychic courtship of five years by 
a peychic lover, George Edward Fowler, a 
young Englishman, whose subsequent fate 
after paying one of his visits to the panta- 
looned lady is shrouded in mystery. 

Like Tolstol, whom she also loves with a 
lesser psychic love, Mise Fowler lives a sim- 
ple life. She sells apples, driving a donkey 
cart, and tills the soil for vegetables. for 
much of Vineland’s soup. Marriage, as it 
exists today, she thinks, is the crime of the 
age, and it is to show the world what woman 
should require of man and man of woman 
that she has decided to cast the joint Fowler- 
Fowler psychic product upon the flelds of 
erring souls, 

Incidentally, she hopes, too, that the apple 
cart will be no longer necessary when the 
returns begin to come in. 


Is Pioneer of Pantaloons. 

Miss Fowler is one of Vineland’s greatest 
monuments. Before Dr. Mary Walker she 
was; yes, even before Lucy Stone and Susan 
B. Anthony. She is the pioneer of pants and 
all others are but imitators. 

When Miss Fowler at the age of 78 an- 
nounced that she hed discovered a true lover 
Vineland rejoiced with her, but felt poignant 
anxiety to see him. He was billed as George 
Edward Fowler of London. He wrote many 
letters, he seemed to fulfill the psychic bill, 
and at last he came. He was a big, broad 
shouldered Englishman, with much more of 
a look of beef than paychica. Only the spirit- 
ual part of him was luggage, which con- 
sisted of a small satchel with lote of tags on 
it.

“He had urgent business in London,” she 
said, “‘éo urgent that he had to leave late 
at night. We had talked ail day on the beau- 
ties of psychic love. George found me his 
affinity in everything. Then he had to leave 
so suddenly. He was to return soon and 
we were to marry in psychic fashion. I did 
not hear of him for weeks. Ther he wrote 
me that he had just fallen down ae long, steep 
flight of stairs. I have not been able since 
to determine if the fall was fatal. 

"All my letters have come bac to me. 
I know his family, who Goes not believe in 
psychic love, is trying to separate us. 
I do not know now whether we ever will be 
married. But it is time te give our letters 
to the world to show what psychic love is. 

“T have had several offers of marriage, 
and somehow George heard of me in Eng- 
land.

He told me 
with tears in his eyes that his only fear was 
that he would find me in a sordid atmosphere 
of wealth, and this had caused him to post- 
pone his visit so many months. He had not 
fully understood my reference to wealth in 
my letters. I meant spiritual, psychic 
wealth. He thought I meant worldly wealth 
and hesitated, but finally came to find out 
himself. 

“And then, after a brief day, he went 
away. We both shed tears at the parting. 

“* What is the flesh,’ wrote George to me 
just before he came over. ‘ It is the veil of 
the spirit. Shall we thicken that veil or 
shall we lessen it, living only soul to soul on 
a psychic plane, till the veil is rent and the 
spirits twain made one, and we wing away 
to the spirit land.

“T have the same shrinking from publicity 
that most women have so far as love letters 
are concerned, but I have decided that, in 
view of my well known position regarding 
woman's sphere, it is my duty to make these 
letters public so that the young girls of today 
can profit by the thoughts suggested.” 

Vineland believes George Edward was a 
fortune hunter, who thought Miss Fowler 
rich and eccentric. They think G. E. got 
just whet was coming to him. Mise Fowler, 
though, believes implicitly im his sincerity. 
She still takes care of herfarmalone. Some- 
times the neighbors take a day off and help 
her catch up with the work, but she hae 
maintained an independence through mis- 
fortunes that would have crushed an ordi- 
nary woman. She unquestionably hae won 
a warm place in the regaré of every resident 
of Vineland, and the book will have many 
readers.

Attending Physician Reports Pa- 
tient’s Condition Favorable. 


PNEUMONIA IS NOT SEVERE. 


Merchant Suffers from Modified Form 
of Disease Dr. James Says. 


New York, Jan. 11.—{ Special.j—Dr. Walter 
B. James, who is attending Marshall Field, 
who is ill at the Holland house with pneumo- 
nia, called on his patient again at 7 o’clock 
this evening. After the visit he said that 
Mr. Field was resting well, and that there was 
no immedate cause for alarm. 

Before he left the hote) Dr. James issued 
this bulletin: 

“Mr. Field is suffering from pneumonia 
of moderate extent. His condition is fa- 
vorable, and there is no immediate danger.” 

In a bulletin issued some hours earlier 
Dr. James said: 

“Mr. Field's condition is unchanged since 
morning. He is no worse.” 


Doctor Gives Good Report. 

He said no more bulletins would be issued 
tonight. It would not be necessary for him 
to call again tonight, Dr. James thought, 
which indicated, he declared, that Mr. Field’s 
condition at present was satisfactory. 

Regarding the coming of Dr. Billings, Mr. 
Field's family physician, from Chicago, Dr. 
James said all he knew aboutit was that Mra. 
Field had asked him if he had any objection 
to their asking Dr. Billings to come here, and 
he had told her he had none. 

Early in the day, after his morning call, 
Dr. James made this statement: 

“ Mr. Field's condition is favorable. He is 
suffering from a modified attack of pneu- 
monia, but there is no immediate danger.” 

Stanley Field had this to say: 

** My uncle is suffering from incipient lobar 
pneumonia, but the congestion has been 
slightly relieved. His temperature is re- 
duced. We feel hopeful as to the outcome 
of the attack.” 


Passes a Restless Night. 

Mr. Field was restless all last night and 
suffered constantly, but toward morning he 
got some sieep, and was more comfortable 
when he awoke. His wife and Mrs. Marshall 
Field Jr. are at the bedside. 

Among those who called to inquire as to the 
condition of the merchant were Lyman J. 
Gage, former secretary of the treasury; Paul 
Morton, head of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance society; Marvin Hughitt, and Harry 
Rubens of Chicago. 

Norman B. Ream, a, Dusiness associate of 
Mr. Field, bas been constantly at the bed- 
side. There also were telephonic inquiries 
from members of all the prominent clubs in 
the city. 


Dr. Frank Billings left for New York at 8 
o’clock in the afternoon, but his departure 
was said by John G, Shedd, vice president 
of Marshall Field & Co., to have no par- 
ticular significance.

PLAN $13,000,000 
MILLS IN SOUTH. 


Tennessee and Republic Con- 
cerns Provide for Develop- 
ment of Steel Industry. 


WORK TO BE EXTENSIVE. 


———— 


Project Includes Exploitation of 
Mines and Large Investments 
Covering Period of Years. 


Extensive plans for the development of the 
irom and steel industries of the south are in- 
volved in the proposed merger of the Tennes- 
see Coa! and Iron and the Republic Iron and 


Steel companies. The project passes beyond 
@ mere game in the stock market, and pro- 
vides for an expenditure of $13,000,000 for 
the building of new mils, the exploitation of 
mines, and extensive investments covering 
@ period of years. When the plans are 
worked out, the two merged steel companies 
will be to the south what the United States 
Steel corporation and the Lackawanna oom- 
pany are to the north. 

Control of the Republic Iron and 8Steel and 
the Tennessee Coa! and Iron is held by a pool 
of ten men, who propose asa large business 
venture to awaken and stimulate southern 
industries. C. 8. Guthrie, who died a few 
Gays ago, was the head of the movement, 
and it was under his direction that control 
of the two corporations was sought to carry 
out the development plans. Mr. Guthrieand 
his aseociates saw, as they belleved, in the 
south a fleld ready for development, and 
chose the industry with which they were 
most familiar. 

It is not known who will be Mr. Guthrie’s 
succeseor, but he will be a competent man, 
taken, probably, from the United States cor- 
poration. From the company of men con- 
trolling the properties a successor will not be 
chosen, 


New Securities to Be Floated. 


An expenditure of $13,000,000 will involve 
the floating of new securities. This, how- 
ever, is to be done conservatively, as the en- 
terprise is undertaken for a long pull, In 
the scheme of development John W. Gates 
has taken but a minor part, although his 
name has appeared most frequently in pub- 
lic announcements. Mr. Gates was let in 
after control of the Tennessee Coal company 
had been secured by the Guthrie people. In 
acquiring control of this company, stock was 
purchased at varying prices, but the average 
cost was around 120. In the last two weeks 
the same stock has advanced from 134 to 159, 
Republic Iron and Steel has not specially 
advanced on this deal, but on its own record 
of earnings. 

When the terms of the merger or opera- 
tion have been worked out the business of 
the Republic [Iron willbe directed toward 
the south rather than the north, and com- 
petition with the United States Steel corpora- 
tion will not be sought. The Republic has 
now the finest plant in the south, located at 
Birmingham. There are one or two other 
good milis. These are operated at a saving 
of 30 per cent compared with the operation 
of old mills of the twocompanies. There will 
be no rehabilitation of the existing out of 
date plants, but new mills will be built and 
the old ones abandoned. 


Believe Railroads Will Aid. 


In looking over the southern iron industry 
it was found that the railroads took but 40 
per cent oftheir rails and ovher stee] and 
jron materials from the south. It is believed 
that southern rafiroads will prefer to aid 
the development of industries in their own 
territory—materials and price conditions be- 
ing otherwise equal. 

A part of the plans include the establish- 
ment of an immigration bureau and the 
abandonment of negro labor except in the 
mines. It is intended to encourage Italian 
immigration with the view of securing labur 
which will work throughout the hot season. 
This the megroes will not do. Again, efforts 
to secure white labor in the southern iron 
field have proved unsatisfactory heretofore 
because of inadequate provision for homes. 

he white employé was expected to be satis- 
fied with the ramshackle cabin of the negro.

This will be changed in the new plants, 
Houses of an. attractive character will be 
furnished white labor, and northern ideag 
in the matter of house building and environ- 
ment will be adopted. 


Extent of Concerns’ Holdings. 

The Tennessee Coal and Iron company 
owns 450,000 acres of coal, ore, timber, and 
limestone lands. It has twenty blast fur- 
naces, with a capacity of 750,000 tone per 
annum, and coal mines with a developed ca- 
pacity. of 200,000 tons daily The Alabama 
Steel and Shipbuilding company, organized 
in 1898, is controlled by this company, and 
has built a large steel plant at Ensley, Ala., 
with a capacity of 1,000 tons of steel per day, 
which is leased to this company. 

The holdings of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron afford some indication of the scope of 
activity which those who control the cor- 
poration propose to exercise. 

The Republic Iron and Steel corporation 
has large holdings of ore properties in Michi- 
gan and Minnesota, as well as mines in Bir- 
mingham. It has coke properties in Penn- 
sylvania and Alabama and coal properties 
and coke lands in the same states. It con- 
trols limestone properties in Pennsylvania, 
Alabama, and Ohio. It has three blast fur- 
naces at Thomas, Ala., one at. Newcastle, 
Pa., two at Youngstown, O., and one at 
Sharon. It has a high class steel plant at 
Youngstown and a bessemer steel rail mill. 
At Birmingham, Ala., it also haga highclass 
plant. It has numerous rolling mills in In- 
diana, Alabama, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
Illinois. At Birmingham the company owns 
26,000 acres, of which 14,000 acres are under- 
laid with coal, and 10,000 acres are of ores. 
It has 800 acres of coke.and coal lands in the 


Connellsville district and 2,000 acres of steam 


coal in Washington county, Pa. 

Control of the Tennessee Coal and Iron was 
secured through the purchase of the stock of 
certain members of the so-called Hamover 
bank crowd Thiscrowd for years controlled 
the company and still has a minority interest.

JOHN GIBSON HALE PROPOSES 
CHANGES IN CONSTITUTION. 


Draft of Bill to Secure Amendment to 

National Code, 
Includes Many Proposi- 
tions — Would 
Weddings by Fixing Punishment 
for Them—Would Prohibit Divorces 


and Plians Tax on Bachelors.

Prevent Foreign 


So sweeping are the reforms thought neces- 
sary in our nationalinstitutions by John Gib- 
son Hale. the Chicago attorney, who has 
submitted to the judiciary cemmittee of the 
lower house at Washington the draft of + 
bill proposing an amendment tothe constitu- 
tlon, that he includes within its scope a 
variety of questions ranging from the mar- 
riage. and divorce lfawe to insurance legis- 
lation.’ 

The advocate of the change in the national 
standard of law is almost unknown to the 
Chicago bar. He is the son of John B. Hale, 
a former member of congress from Missouri. 
He is married and lives with his wife and 
two daughters, 6 and 13 yearsold, respective- 
ly, at 6455 Monroe avenue. He also has a 
law office in the Marquette building, wh--e 
he occupies a room with representatives of 
a coal company and a wood company. 

Defines Proposed Marriage Law. 

*' The big thing in the draft of the bill,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ is regarding the intermarriage of the 
Caucasian and those of other colors. That 
question has been upon my mind for several 
years. It was first called to my attention 
back in the ‘80s by a speech of John Ip- 
galls upon *“ The White Race’’ at the time 
of the immigration agitation. Then I became 
convinced that something must be done to 
preserve the white race in as pure a condi- 
tion as possible, and several times I drew up 
drafts for a congressional bill to cover tha‘ 
point, but I tore them up. 

“A month ago I communicated with Con- 
gressman Jenkins of Wisconsin, whois chair- 
man of the judiciary committee of the lower 
house, and .he stated that he was willing io 
consider suggestions along that line. As long 
as an amendment was necessary I thought 
the other questions ought to be incorporated 
in it as well. 

“TI think the suggestion that a Caucasian 
should not be permitted to marry a person 
bearing more than one-sixteenth part of for- 
eign: blood ought to be enforced to preserve 
the white race. The only means by which 
this could be insured would be by a bureau 
of registration with the census department, 
which also could enforce regulations forbid 
ding the marriage of the mentally unsound 
and those fatally diseased. 


Would Bunish Foreign Marriages. 

**T would see marriages of Americans with 
members of the foreign nobility punished by 
the forfeiture of the rights of citizenship and 
the right of inheriting and holding property, 
because America is opposed to the idea of 
rofalty and nobility, and should not assist in 
their support, as it does when foreigners step 
into our rich families. Divorce should be 
prohibited, except where the cause ascribed 
could not have been anticipated before mar- 
riage, and especially in those instances where 
the court believes the welfare of the children 
of the parties will besubserved by a continu- 
ance of the marital relation.”’ 

Mr. Hale isin favor of any legislation 
which will result in an increase of children. 
He proposes that upon the birth of the first 
child to a married couple they shall be al- 
lowed an exemption from taxation to the 
value of $1,000 upon their residence, and $500 
upon their household property, and that upon 
the birth of each child thereafter, these ex- 
emptions shall be increased by $300 and $50 
respectively. 
upon all unmarried men over the age of 21 
years that may be doubled at the age of 30, 
and upon divorced and married persons not 
rearing a child. 


Would Tax Those Who Don’t Vote. 

An annual tax also is provided for those 
citizens who neglect to vote at their party 
primaries or at the elections. 

Provision is made for the preservation of 
purely residence districts with the power of 
local option upon the sale of intoxicants 
and the erection and maintenance of hos- 
pitals, asylums, and factories. The last sec- 
tion of Mr. Hale’s draft aims to give con- 
gress the power of legislating upon all classes 
of insurance business.

TRACTION LINES 
DEFER ANSWERS 


Will Announce Decision on, 
Proposed Amendments at 
Meeting Next Monday. 


WAITING FOR MR, MITTEN 


Suggestions Made by W. L. Fisher 
and Other ‘‘Outsiders’’ to 
Be Ignored. 


Although the traction companies were not 
ready yesterday to say what they would do 
with the many amendments suggested on 
Monday to the proposed. franchise ordi- 
nances, they made it tolérably plain what 
they would not do. Their representatives 
reported that the changes asked for in the 
name of Judge Grosscup are under consider- 
ation, but the twenty odd others presented 
to the committee on local transportation by 
Walter L., Fisher and his friends are receiv- 
ing. no attention. , 

Mr. Fisher's criticism of the ordinances was 
the most radical of all, except perhaps that 
of George E. Hooker, who wanted all of 
them thrown aside. Mr. Hooker could con- 
céive of no franchise ordinance at this time 
which would be good. Mr. Fisher wanted the 


_eity to have the right to purchase within five 


years; he wanted the companies to fix the 
price of their “ ninety-nine year rights "’ be- 
fore the ordinances went into effect; he 
wanted the city to have the right to pur- 
chase at any time during the life of the or- 
dinance for the purpose of leasing the lines 
to some other company; he wanted the city 
to have the right of constant inspection of 
the companies’ books, and he wanted a num- 
ber of minor things besides. 


Delay Until Monday Asked. 


When the committee met, Chairman Werno 
asked Col. E. R. Bliss and W. W. Gurley, 
representing the Chicago City and the Union 
Traction companies respectively, if they 
were ready to say What the companies would 
do in regard to the twenty-six changes sug- 
gested last Monday. Col. Bliss replied that 
President Mitten of his company was in 
New York, but would be back by Monday 
morning, which would be in time for a com- 
mittee meeting before the council meeting 
in the evening. 

‘There is no use of taking up our matters 
separately, as they are practically the same 
as those of the Chicago City railway,” added 
Mr. Gurley, ‘‘ so I will join with Col. Bliss 
in asking it all go over until Monday morn- 
ing.”’ 

‘‘ Will you be ready at that time?’’ asked 
Ald. Foreman. 

“ At that time the matter can be deter- 
-mined,’”’ Col. Bliss replied. ‘‘ Many of the 
questions raised at Monday's meeting have 
been checked up and answered ‘No.’ All 
of them were discussed thoroughly in previ- 
ous committee meetings, and the position of 
the companies onthemiswell known. There 
are two or three questions to be seriously con- 
sidered before the committee.”’ 


Private Views Are Ignored. 

Asked by Chairman Werno if he would 
epecify what these questions were, Col. Bliss 
made this answer: 

‘‘ We do not consider we have to treat se- 

riously the various criticisms of the ordli- 
rances made by the speakers who came be- 
fore the committee on Monday. There are, 
however, some other suggestions which come 
from a judge of the Circuit court of the United 
States in whose court is the custody of one 
of these railway properties. Coming with 
this authority they are, of tourse, entitled to 
serious consideration, and they are receiving 
<<,” . 
It is understood the Union Traction com- 
pany is willing to meet Judge Grosscup’s sug- 
gestion that $5,000,000 of bonds be retired 
within three years, and it does not care par- 
ticularly about the Consolidated road amend - 
ment, but the Chicago City railway is not 
yet decided about the provision that unless 
all the ordinances are accepted none shall be 
operative, 

Ald. Werno, who was sick when the through 
routes were agreed on, said he wanted to 
change route 4in Wels street, north of Chi- 
cago avenue, to Larrabee street, and thence 
out Lincoln avenue. Mr. Gurley said the com- 
mittee could suit itself about that. 


Universal Transfers Promised. 

Then Ald. Eidmann wanted through cars 
the entire length of Halsted street, but he 
subsided when it was shown him that the 
ordinances already provided for this. Here 
Ald. Werno asked whether a passenger on a 
through car could transfer to an intersecting 
line. 

‘* Certainly,’’ replied Col. 
Gurley in chorus. 

‘‘The idea is to give an absolutely uni- 
versal transfer,’’ Mr. Gurley added. 

“Tf the cars ran all night,’’ Col. Bliss 
added, ‘‘ a passenger, under the transfer pro- 
visions in these ordinances, could start Mon- 
day morning and travel until Saturday night, 
all for a nickel. As the thing is now, he can; 
cover twenty-seven different lines for 5 cents, 
and some of the large houses which send out 
city collectors have been able to route them 
so that they can start in the morning and 
keep going all day on one fare.”’ 


Bliss in a Merry Mood. 

‘You ought to put on sleeping and dining 
cars,” suggested Aldi Foreman. 

Col. BHss laughed and'answered: “ It may 
come to it that we will be asked to abandon 
the right to collect fares and be required 
to furnish free sandwichee, instead.”’ 

Ald. Race insisted that the clause about 
transfers ought to be mede plainer on the 
point of changing from through routes to 
intersecting lines. 

“Rewrite ft if you want to,” sald Mr. 
Gurley. ‘‘ That is one suggestion the com- 
pany will agree to say ‘yes’ to.”

“Not a cent. If a man contracts te build 
you a house on certain plans and does not 
keep to his contract, you do not ewe him any- 
thing.’’ 

“You do if you go in and occupy the 
house,"’ wes suggested, “‘ and the city took 
over and is using these tunnels.’’ 

“ Yes; that is so,’’ responded Mr. Suther- 
land. ‘‘ What the city ought to have done 
was to have rejected the work the moment 
it was found to be contrary to contracts. 
Then it would not have owed these 
contractors a cent. But that was not what 
was done. Not only were the contractors 
allowed to go ahead, but they were allowed 
to pile up bills for extras.”’ 


Explains .Own Bill for Extras. 


Speaking of his own bili for extras, put into 
the finance committee four years ago, when 
he asked for $25,000 in addition to his salary 
for fie ending these many damage suits, Mr. 
Sutherband said: 

“I asked for the money because I felt I 
was entitied to it. I had been working for 
$4.000 a year and given the city loyal and 
valuable services, while special counsel were 
getting more for single cases. I had saved 
the city many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, and had I been working for a privaie 
client would have been paid much more. It 
was only a just demand.” 

City Engineer Ericson made a report in

PENAL CODE 18 ASSAILED. 


FORMER GRAND JURORS UNITE TO 
URGE NEEDED REFORMS. 


Petty Cases, They Declare, Should Be 
Disposed Of in Court of First Re- 
sort Without Formal Indictments— 
Larger Appropriation Needed for 
the Expenses of the State’s Attor- 
ney’s Office—Comparison Made Be- 
tween New York and Cook County. 


Probably the first grand jury meeting ever 
attended by reporters, unless they were sus- 
pended invisibly from the ceiling or cling- 
ing to precarious positions outside the win- 
dows, was held last night at the Great 
Northern hotel. This meeting was a sequel 
to one held in the Hamilton club on Dec. 18, 
when the call for all former. members of 
grand juries in Cook county to get together 
and consider reforms was sent out by C. E. 
Bonnell. 

A permanent organization was effected, to 
be known as the Grand Jurors’ Association 
ef Cook Ceunty; The reforms which these 
men have had on their minds for some time 
were put in the form of resolutions. 

The report of the committee which has 
been working since the former meeting said 
among other things: 

“A large proportion of the cases which 
are brought before the grand jury are petty 
cases, involving damages of from $1 to $10, 
and they are filling the jail with men and 
women who must wait weeks and months 
for trial and then be liberated because of in- 
ability to try them. 

Police Courts Are Blamed. 


“It is tmpossible in the time allowed to 
investigate the cases properly. The fault ap- 
pears to lie in the inefficiency of the police 
courts, from which petty cases are sent to 
the jury instead of being disposed of, and 
partly from the fatlure to provide sufficient 
help for the state’s attorney. 

“ Courts of first resort should be instituted, 
presided over by judges who know the law, 
and where assistant state's attorneys shall 
appear to examine complainants and wit- 
nesses, and where all cases should be dis- 
posed of involving only fines and jail sen- 
tences. 

“ Grand jurors should be impaneled for the 
full term of each court, instead of for two 
weeks. This would enable them to hear the 
evidence fully and clear the docket each 
month. <A grand jury always should be in 
session except in vacation time, so that im- 
portant cases could be heard without delay. 
The state’s attorney should be alloweda suf- 
ficient number of assistants, expert inter- 
preters, and 4 stenographer always should 
be in attendance.” : 

Comparison of Big Cities. 

In speaking of the finangial appropriation 
for the criminal] courts the report says the 
amount of money appropriated is insufficient 
and the grand jury is a travesty on its original 
In a comparison with District At- 
torney Jerome’s expenge account these fig- 
ures are shown:

“In other words,” the report concludes, 
“with five times the number of men and 
three times the amount of money, the New 
York office does but 90 per cent of the work 
done in Chicago.” 

Other societies of reform and civic im- 
provement are to be asked to assist the 
former grand jurors in bringing these pro- 
posed reforms to some practicalend. C. B, 
Bonnell was made president, J. C. Cannon 
vice president, and Eugene H. Wimpf- 
heimer secretary-treasurer.

DRINKS TO RUIN. 


“Celebrates” When $17,500 
Verdict Is Given Against 
Three Saloon Men. 


WIFE’S WARNINGSIN VAIN 


Damages Awarded to Five Chil- 
dren of John Hedlund, Once 
Prosperous. 


With three boon companions gathered in 
his house from neighboring saloons, John 
Hedlund last evening drank to his own down- 
fail. A verdict of §$17;500 had been awarded 
to his five childrewa few hours earlier against 
three saloonkeepers charged with selling 
liquor to him after they had been warned by 
his wife. The jury had been told that Hed- 
lund’s passion for dtink had rpined the home 
life.of the family. 

The wife and children returned to the house, 
6643 Cottage Grove avenue, weary with the 
strain of the court proceedings before Judge 
Tuthill. Their feet were on the threshold 
when the sound of thick voices came from 
within. Thoughts of scenes in other days

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and of the testimony they had given in court 
—e to their minds. They opened the | 
oor. 

A man with swollen face and disheveled hair | 
arose from a chair in the gloomy kitchen. 
It was Hedlund. His companions sank back 
on their seats and looked sullenly at the 


oor. 

‘“‘ What you waiting for, you, there?’ cried 
Hedlund. ‘Stop your talking among your- 
selves. I'm hungry, It’s past supper time. 
Come in here and get my supper.” 

He took his weary wife by the arm and 
jerked and shoved her into the room, while 
the children looked on in terror. 


Recompense for Lost Happiness. 
And so the five chilkdren—two girls and 
three boys—were given $17,500 by the jury 
as recompense for their lost happiness. Hed- 
lund once was a prosperous carpenter. One 
night five years ago he returned from work 
drunk. The wife and children cared for 
him, hoping this meant only the one ex- 
perience. But in the days.to come the man 

was overcome by his passion for drink. 
His wife testified in court that she wem 
eften to the proprietors of the saloons most 


frequented by him, warning them not to sell 


liquor to him. Her pleas and appeals, she 
said, were disregarded. Her husband got 
drink as long as he had money and he got 
more on credit after that. The family never 
was free of the burden. 

Then, Mrs. Hedlund told the court, the 
children were compelled to go to the saloons 
when their father was unable to make the 
trip himself. Three saloonkeepers, she said, 
had offended in particular and the verdict 
runs against them. They are Oscar Geyor, 
1134 West Fifty-ninth street; Ernest 
Thoren, 5822 Center avenue, and Louis Lund- 
quist, 6058 Morgan street. The Hedlunds 
formerly lived In the neighborhood of the 
places. 

Award Brings Little Joy. 

The large award brought no joy, no sense 
of victory to the family last night. The 
thought of the ruined father constantly came 
as a dark shadow obscuring what pleasura- 
ble visions of better times the verdict might 
awake. 

Mary, the oldest girl, was glad for the vic- 
tory in the court. But she expreseed the 
feelings of the family when, putting her face 
into her hands, she sobbed bitterly. 

‘‘ We must be thankful for this help,’ she 
' wept. “ But you see it can’t makeour father 
what he was to us once. O, if we could be 
happy together again, and if papa only would 
stop drinking and be kind to us, I wouldn't 
want the money at all.”’ 

Mrs. Hedlund still showed devotion to her 
husband. 

‘*T don't know. where he got all his liquor,” 
she said. ‘‘It seems as if he cannot stop 
now.”’ 

In the kitchen Hedlund and his companions 
had not finished their drinking. The head 
of the house did not know exactly what had 
happened, but he pledged the health of his 
friends anew from a pail of beer. 


Verdict a Remarkable One. 


The case is a remarkable one fn the rec- 
ords of the courts. Few verdicts ever have 
been given to children for damages suffered 
from saloonkeepers. The saloom men said 
they would succeed in getting a decision 
more favorable to them in a new trial which 
they will seek. ; 

The condition of the Hedlund family firs 
was brought to the attention of the authori- 
ties by Miss Caroline Blinnof the University 
of Chicago settlement. Wuile acting as 
probation officer she found the children in 
destitute circumstances and was instrumen- 
tal in having the cases started against the 
saloonkeepers. The children have been com- 
pelled at times to go after beer for their fa- 
ther. 

This is one of the few cases where damages 
have thus been awarded to children.

Charges of Cruelly Torturing 16 Year 
Old Stella .Grady, a Maid Servant 
Secured trom Home, Are Upheld— 
Judge Defers Sentence Until Mo-« 
tion for New Trial Is Argued— 
Case Most Sensational in History 
of Mercer County. 


Aledo, Ill., Jan. 11.—[Special.]—Mrs. Mary 
L. McKinney, who up to the time of her 
indictment last April was a prominent figure 
in church and social circles here, was today 
found guilty of systematic cruelty to Stella 
Grady, a 16 year old servant gir) she se- 
cured from a home finding society in Chi- 
cago. 

The judge deferred passing sentence until 
he had hear@ a motion for a newtrial. In 
the event of the motion being denied counsel 
for Mrs. McKinney declare that the case 
will be carried to a higher tribunal. 

The verdict of the jury ends temporarily 
what has been the most sensational trial ever 
held in this part of the state. Strenuous 
efforts were made by the counsel for the 
defense to secure the acquittal of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinney on the ground of insanity. 


Case Against Husband Dismissed. 

The case of her husband, Archibald Me- 
Kinney, was not given to the jury, it haviug 
been shown that he was not an accessory to 
his wife’s treatment of the Grady girl. 

Mrs. McKinney and her husband were in- 
dicted by the grand jury on April 14. The 
charges against them were neglect and crue] 
torture of Stella Grady, their maid servant. 
The McKinney family was considered one 01f 
the most prominent in Mercer county, and tie 
indictmemts created a sensation. 

Before her arrest and indictment Mrs. Me- 
Kinney was one of the most active workers 
in the Foreign Missionary society of the 
First Presbyterian church of Aledo, of 
which her husband was a trustee. She took 
part in every social function and benevoleat 
enterprise in Aledo. Archibald McKinney is 
the owner of the only daily paper in the town 
and a large real estate holder. 


200 Wounds Found on Girl. 

The trial developed an atrocious story of 
cruelty. On the body of the girl, Stella 
Grady, after her removal from the McKinney 
home were found more than 200 wounds. In 
her testimony the girl declared that Mrs. 
McKinney had inflicted all of these. The 
woman's favorite method of torture, the girl 
said, was to repeatedly jab a toasting fork 
into her back. This was varied at times with 
a pair of scissors. Many of the details of the 
treatment given her by Mrs. McKinney and 
related by the girl to the court were of a 
shocking character. 

Lawyers employed in the woman's defense 
did all in their power to prove that she was 
insane and that her treatment of the girl was 
due to an uncontrollable impulse. They of- 
fered to show the court, in an effort to prove 
the woman's insanity, that she had been 
guilty of much worse offenses than those 
charged against her by the Grady girl. i

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NEW SERVICE ACT 
UPHELD BY COURT 


Judge Barnes Declares It.Con- 
stitutional at Opening of 
Hildreth Trial. 


INDICTMENTS TO STAND. 


‘Reformers’ and ‘Patriots’ Throng 
Courtroom; Reeve Descants 
on Tyranny of Law. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Jacksonville, Ill., Jan. 11.—([Special.)}— 
County Judge Barnes, in a courtroom 
crowded with leading politicians of Morgan 
county, today upheld the constitutionality 
of the new civil service act. 

iAt the opening of the sensational trial of 
Ald. Matthew L. Hildreth, indicted for so- 
liciting republican campaign contributions 
from three employés of the State School for 
the Deaf, Judge Barnes overruled a motion 
to quash the indictments. He declared the 
Supreme court the proper tribunal to pass 
on the conatitutionality of the act. 

The victory is an important one for the 
civil service commission and the reform 
element in both state parties, the republican 
and democratic. platforms alike containing 
the civil service provision. The defense con- 
tended that the act is unconstitutional in 
that it exempted from its classification 
trustees, superintendents, one chief clerk, 
and one stenographer from each institution. 

Judge Barnes’ decision was given in face 
of the determined opposition from the repub- 
lican organization of Morgan county, in- 
cluding such leaders as Mayor John R. Davis, 
who is also president of the insane asylum 
trustees; John J. Reeve, appointed post- 
master of Jacksonville yesterday by request 
of Senator Cullom; and Andrew Russell of 
the state pardon board. 


Defense to Fight for Acquittal. 

The efforts of the defense now will be di- 
rected to securing the acquittal of Hildreth. 
It ig the general talk here tonight that no 
jury in the county can be found to vote a 
conviction. The jury secured late this aft- 
ernoon is composed of representative men 
and carefully selected by both sides. 

Judge Barnes overruled the motion to 
quash the indictments after hearing argu- 
ments all morning from Postmaster Reeve 
and other attorneys for the defense. The 
judge did not wait for rebuttal arguments by 
the state but said, without a moment's hési- 
tation: 

‘“‘It was the evident intention of the legis- 
lature to place employés of all charitable 
institutions on such a footing that the basis 
of holding their situations was to be their 
fitness to perform their duties, rather than 
a reward for political affillations and con- 
duct. With that intent a civil service com- 
mission was appointed and employés classi- 
fied and a law enacted that is designed to 
guarantee them against discharge at the 
dictation of either party responsible for their 
appointment. 


“Reformers” and “Patriots” Mingle. 

‘“‘As I understand it, it is the rule of a 
lower court to uphold a law passed by the 
legislature, unless the court holds the law 
clearly unconstitutional. This court might 
hold the law unconstitutional and another 
county hold the opposite view, creating con- 
fusion. Strong arguments have been made 
against the constitutionality of the act, but 
they have not shown the court that clearness 
that would warrant holding the law uncon- 
stitutional The motion is therefore over- 
ruled.’’ 

The defense then made a motion that the 
court elect which of the three complaints was 
to form the basis of trial. The court heid 
that an answer should be made on all the de- 
fendants’ complaints. 

Every prominent person in the county who 
could be present was on hand at the open- 
ing of court. These were classed as “ re- 
formers" or “ patriots,’’ the latter being 
generally opposed to the law. Among the 
“patriots ’’ were * Buck ”’ Hinrichsen, City 
Clerk S. B. Stewart, E. F. Baker, field inspec- 
tor of the state board of health; Mayor John 
R. Davis, Chief of Police Davis, the mayor's 
brother, in a new uniform; F. L. Sharp, ex- 
trustee of the insane hospital, who wants to 
be district game warden; and Ralph Bar- 
croft, just nominated justice of the peace, 
who hed been advised to keep away and go 
shooting. 

President Moulton and Secretary Mason of 
the civil service commission were first to ar- 
rive. They took seats around the table with 
Assistant Attorney General F. E. Dempsey 
of East St. Louis, State’s Attorney B. A. Van 
Winkle, Commissioners J. Stanley Brown of 
Rockford, James O. Willoughby of Belle- 
ville, a cousin of Gov. Deneen, who came in 
later; and L. O. Vaught, whom patriots call 
the ‘‘ worst reformer in Jacksonville,” 

H. M. Ticknor and four other attorneys 
for the defense had another table and a 
great many law books relating to the consti- 
tution, the declaration of independence, the 
magna charta, and the fourteenth amend- 
ment. Hildreth sat with them. He has red 
chin whiskers and a worried look. 


Reeve Takes Fling at Law. 

Postmaster Reeve talked for two hours 
against section 21 of the civil service law, 
which reads: ‘‘ No person shall solicit or 
ally, or by letter, or be in any manner con- 
cerned in the soliciting of any assessment, 
contribution, or payment for any party, or 
any political purpose whatever, from any em- 
ployé in the classified list of the state.” 

Reeve said: ‘If 1 want to go to any state 
employé and say to him I am on the finance 
committee of any party, I have that malien- 
able right and the state cannot take it away. 
By the same law the financier of a church 
could be prohibited from talking with state 
employés. It is against our state and na- 
tional constitutions. It is class legislation 
to exempt trustees, superintendents, stenog- 
raphers, and chief clerks. The state legis- 
lature cannot give a commission power ex- 
cept in the interest of morals and health.,’’ 

In examining the jury care was taken to 
see that none were on the pay roll of city 
or state institutions or held any political 
contracts. They also were asked if they were 
prejudiced against the civil service law, and 
many were. 

One juror actually known to be affiliated 
with the republican city machine is Louis 
Piepenbring, a fat, curly haired barber. He 
shaves Hildreth, and is a cemetery com- 
missioner. Asked if he had a city position 
he said: “I have a quiet job.” 

Dempsey in addressing the jury said: 

** The state has a good case against the de- 
fendant, and it is your duty to hew te the 
line without fearor favor. Itis expected you 
will bring in a verdict for the state.”’

CAN'T STOP M. 0.—DONNE. 


MAYOR TELIS DENVER PEOPLE 
MOVEMENT WILL WIN. 


Declares Influences Which Fostered 
Humphrey and Allen Bills Are 
Trying to Defeat Him in Council, 
but That People Will Not Allow 
Them to Prevail—Shows How Pub- 
lic Ownership Will Become Nation- 


al in Scope. * 


Denver, Colo., Jan. 11.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Dunne of Chicago was given a big reception 
today. Although he did not arrive until 1:35 
PD. m., two hours behind the schedule, the 
Seventeenth | street entrance to the Union 
station was blocked with people, who waited 
patiently for a giimpse of the executive. 

Acting Mayor Stoddard’s first decision, not 
to welcome Mayor Dunne because it might 
compromise the Speer administration, added 
greatly to the size of the crowd, because the 
nonpartisan citizens felt the visitor should be 
shown the people at large were glad to see 
him. 

Stoddard. however, had climbed into the 
band wagon by appointing a representative 
committee to receive Mr. Dunne. 

A banquet was given the visitor in the early 
evening, and later he delivered an address 
before the Woman's club. The capacity of 
the auditorium was taxed to its utmost. 
Mayor Dunne delivered the beginning of his 
address, but had a badicold, and former Gov. 
C. 8. Thompson read the remainder of It. 
Acting Mayor Stoddard has invited Mayor 
Dunne to dinner tomorrow evening, and 
other entertainment is planned for to- 
morrow. 


Goes Right to I. M. 0. 

In his adiiress Mayor Dunne wasted little 
time in getting down to municipal owner- 
ship. 

‘Under private management we have in 
Chicago today probably the worst managed 
and most scandalously conducted street car 
system in the world,’’ he declared. ‘* There 
is no pretense of giving decent accommoda- 
tion to the public. Our cars are dirty and 
insufficient {n number. Our ¢Ttizens are 
crowded like herrings in a box. Our sched- 
ules are irregular and our service at night Is 
either scandalously ineufficient or nonexist- 
ent. 

“The citizens of Chicago have cried out 
against this sort of treatment. They have 
protested, and protestedinvain. At last they 
have declared by a most emphatic vote they 
will have no more of {t an that the munici- 
pality must take over and operate its street 
car systems, 

“They alsq elected a mayor upon a piat- 
form which declared for municipal owner- 
ship at the earliest possible date. And yet, 
although this election occurred in April, 
1905, the will of the people still is set at 
defiance by the tremendous influences that 
are behind these traction companies and 
other utility corporations. 


Allen and Humphrey Bill Influences 


“he companies which procured the pas- 
sage of the infamous Allen and Humphrey 
bills by wholesale bribery and corruption 
are still exerting their malign influences 
against the carrying out of the will of the 
people. By influences known only to them- 
selvés they have succeeded in getting al- 
most two-thirds of the city council to vote in 
contempt and defiance of the public demand. 

‘The committee on local transportation, 
backed up by almost two-thirds of the city 
council, has been industriously engaged for 
the last two or three months in framing 
ordinances extending the franchises of the 
present companies for the next twenty years. 
The aldermen who are engaged in this work 
seem to have behind them ali thecapitalistic 
influences of the city. They have amassed 
behind them nearly all the papers of the 
city, and all the influences of banking and 
financial circles. Their leaders in the coun- 
cil are the welcomeguests of the gwell clubs 
of the city, and every influence that combined 
and intrenched capital can exert vigorously 
is being asserted against the carrying our 
of the will of the people. 

“In response to the popular pragrrowge he 
have sent message after message to the city 
council, calling its attention to the vote of 
the people and asking it, in respectful lan- 
guage, to give heed to the popular voice as 
expressed at the polis. All such messages 
have been treated with contumely and dis- 
dain. The Chicago papers, I mightsay, have 
a standing headline, which becomes useful 
every Tuesday morning after the council 
meeting of Monday night. It reads in big, 
black letters: ‘ The Mayor Snubbed Again.’ 


Movement Will Be National. 

“The public utility corporations of Chi- 
cago, including the traction companies, the 
tunnel companies, the gas companies, the 
electric light companies, and the telephone 
companies of the city, are stocked and bond- 
ed for about $395,000,000, $170,000,000 of this 
tremendous aggregate being bonds, the re- 
maining $225,000,000 being stocks. There 
are 2,000,000 people in the city of Chicago. 
Dividing this $225,000,000 worth of stocks 
among those 2,000,000 people woul give 
$112.50 worth of stock to each man, woman, 
and child in the city. 

“Tf this same proportion were carried out 
among the 80,000,000 of the United States, 
there would be at least $9,000,000,000 worth 
of stocks now held by stockholders of public 
utility corporations in the United States. 
If this movement wins—as it will win—in the 
city of Chicago, it will win throughout the 
United States, and that means the extin- 
guishment of this $9,000,000,000 worth .of 
stocks from the stock markets of this coun- 
try. 

‘*Is it to be wondered at that the traction 
companies and other public utility corpora- 
tions would meet in convention, as they re- 
eently did in Philadelphia, and pledige them- 
selves to oppose with all the forces at their 
disposal the ‘spread of the municipal owner- 
ship sentiment throughout the United 
States? But they will not prevail.” 


CHICAGO PASSENGERS HURT 
IN PLUNGE OF PULLMAN CAR. 


Last Coach of Wabash Train Falls from 
Elevated Tracks of Terminal Com- 
pany at St. Louis. 


St. Louls, Mo, Jan. 11.—Ten passengers, 
three of them Chicagoans, were injured at 
7:30 this morning when the Pullmam car 
Harcourt dropped from the terminal =»le- 
vated tracks sideways fifteen feet to the 
pavement at Carr street. 

The sleeper, which wae attached toa Wa- 
bash train, had just swung into the elevated 
tracks that skirt the river front when the 
derailment occurred. After running for a 
few feet along the ties the car careened and 
broke the wooden railway that runs along 
the tracks. Toppling as it fell, the car land- 
ed in a triangular space bounded by theetee) 
supports of the elevated road and the walls 
of the building facing the levee.

DENEEN'S ACTION 
DOOMS YATESISM. 


State Institutions to Be Taken 
Out of the Hands of the 
Politicians. 


' 


CHOICES BASED ON MERIT. 


Gevernor Selecting Men Who 
Will Make Civil Service 
Reform Effective. 


Old time politicians, used to “ doing poli- 
tics" in the “‘ same old’ way, were anything 
but pleased yesterday when they learnedthe 
membership of the new state board of chari- 
ties. They recognized clearly, if the average 
citizen did not, the appointments meant that 
at last the state charitable institutions are 
to be managed for the, good of the inmates 
instead of the politicians, and that the ante- 
election promises of Gov. Deneen that they 
should be so meant something. 

When Richard Yates was running for gov- 
ernor he came to Chicago and made as speci- 
fic promises asa man well could. He stood 
before a large audience at the Auditorium 
and pledged his word that if elected he would 
remove these institutions from the political 
influences which had blighted them so long. 
After he was elected he seemed to forget 
all about them. 

His first move was to insist that J. Mack 
Tanner be appointed secretary of the state 
board of charities. It wasa political appoint- 
ment pure and simple. Tanneg was supposed 
to have inherited some of hfs father’s politi- 
eal following, and the appointment was made 
to please it. He had no knowledge of orsym- 
pathy with charitable work, and scandal fol- 
lowed scandal in every institution of the state 
from the time he took office. 


Revolt at Yates’ Methods. 

Dr. Emil Hirsch and Miss Julia Lathrop 
were on the state board when Yates nomi- 
nated Tanner for the place, and they refused 
to consent to it. When Yates pressed: the 
point they resigned and made public their 
reasons for doing so. The governor filled 
their places with men who had no other creed 
than politics, and gave the politicians a title 
of free users in the insane asylums and other 
charitable institutions of the state of Illinois. 

For a year after his inauguration Gov. 
Deneen made no changes in this state board, 
and the politicians began to have hope. Even 
those who did not expect to profit directly 
under the Deneen administration were still 
glad to think the old customs were to prevail. 
It might come their turn to manage the in- 
stitutions in the future and they knew well 
that if the institutions were once taken out of 
politics the people would never consent to a 
relapse to former ways. 


Merit Regarded by -Deneen. 

But when Gov. Deneen got around to mak- 
ing the changes he had promised to make 
he did it in a way which left no doubt as 
to his sincerity. Dr. Hirsch and Miss 
Lathrop go back on the board, and the man- 
ner in which they left it is a, guarantee they 
go back with nothing in the shape of po- 
litical strings tied to them. Nor are they in 
@ minority on the board. Joined with them 
are Dr. Frank Billings of Chicago, who never 
has had any connection with politics, and 
Dr. John C. McAnally of Carbondale, whose 
standing in his profession is evidenced by 
the fact he is an ex-president of the Illinois 
Medical society. 

It is a stupid and hopelessly mossbacked 
politician, indeed, who carnot plainly read 
what these appointments mean. But one 
epinion was voiced yesteraay, and it was 
heard on all sides. It was that the Yates 
plan of conducting the state charitable in- 
stitutions for the benefit or the politicians 
had been changed to a program of conduct- 
ing them for the benefit of the unfortunate 
inmates. 

Not only will J. Mack Tanner have to go, 
but the methods and manners which J. Mack 
Tanner stands for must go also. 


"Real Civil Service Reform. 

Civil service reform will bera live thing in 
the state institutions hereafter and the em- 
ployés who are to have charge of the insane, 
the blind, the crippled, the deficient, and the 
aged will be selected for their fitness for the 
places. 

Supplies will be contracted for not on ac- 
count of the *‘ pull” of the merchant, but 
with regard to his ability to deliver the goods, 
and contracts once made will be enforced to 
the letter. 

In the future the state board of charities 
will deserve its title. It will supervise the 
state charitable institutions and not git back 
and allow the Various local boards of trus- 
tees to do as they please. 

For McCord for Alderman. 

The republicans of the First district of the 
Sixth ward met at 3916 Cottage Grove avenue, 
and indorsed the candidacy of Arthur B. Mc- 
Cord of 5338 Cornell avenue for alderman.

CZAR NEEDS $240 500,000. 


RUSSIAN BUDGET SHOWS A DEFI- 
CIT WHICH MUST BE MET. 


Cest of War with Japan, Revealed 
for First Time, Proves te Have 
Been $1,050,000,000—Revenue for 


penditures $1,000,028,275 — Sixty- 
Give Reds Are Killed in Fight with 
Troops. 


ST. PETERSBURG. Jan. 11.—The budget 
statement for 1906, which was issued tonight, 
shows that it will be necessary to raise $240,- 
500,000 by credit operations to balance the 
estimated receipts and expenditures. The 
latter include $202,500,000 for the liquidation 
of the expenses of the Russo-Japanese war, 
the repatriation of the troops in the far 
east, and the reduction of the army toa 
peace footing. 

For the first time the total cost of the war, 
$1,050,000,000 is ‘revealed, 

The budget for 1906 estimates the ordinary 
revenue at $1,013,929,887, and the ordinary 
expenditure at $1,000,038,275. The extraor- 
dinary revenue is estimated at $1,000,000, 
plus §240,557,000 from impending credit 
operations, and the extraordinary expendi- 
ture at $246,448,112. The toial revenue and 
expenditure balance at $1,255,486,387. 

The following, in round numbers, are in- 
cluded in the receipts: Direct taxes, $74,000,- 
000; indirect taxes, $212,000,000; duties, 
$54,000,000; state monopolies, $320,500,000; 
state domains, $291,000,000. 

The ordinary expenditures, in round num- 
State debt, 
$167,000,000; ministry of war, $187,000,000; 
ministry of the navy, $52,000,000; mfnistry of 
finance, $171,000,000; ministry of the interior, 
$65,500,000; ministry ef communications, 
$238,500,000, 

De Witte Predicts Better Times. 

The statement concludes with the follow- 
ing, addressed to the emperor, which was 
evidently penned by count de Witte: 

“ These facts and figures submitted to your 
majesty show that the present situation of 
Russian finances is none too favorable. This 
state of things is the result of the war and of 
the troubles which followed. These troubles 
are of a temporary character and it is fair 
to assume that they will be ameliorated in 
the near future. ) : 

** Conditions favorable for the appearance 
of a period of fruitful work must be per- 
ceived even amidst the gloom of the present 
hour. With each day the popular conscience 
must be awakened more and more to a real- 
ization of the true material needs of the 
fatherland. 

“ The awakening of these eocial forces has 
a sure guarantee in the independence grant- 
ed to a Russian nation by your august will 
and in the equality before the law which has 
been assured to all your majesty’s subjects.” 

In the budget statement it le announced 
that manifestoes will be issued giving the na- 
tion the right to participate in the examina- 
tion of future budgets. This, therefore, will 
be the last budget to be examined solely by 
the council of the empire without the co- 
operation of an elective assembly. 

Will Not Permit Constitution. 

Premier de Witte, at hie reception yester- 
day of the delegation headed by the mayor 
of St. Petersburg, ie said to have declared 
that the government would not go an inoh 
beyond the imperial manifesto In the ques- 
tion of traneforming the national assembly 
inte a constituent assembly for the purpose 
of formulating a constitution, and will not 
tolerate any attempt to do so, which would 
make it @ revolutionary assembly and sub- 
ject to dissolution by the emperor. 

The Novoe Vremya also claims that the 
premier announced that the emperor had not 
abrogated autocratic power, and could stil! 
by imperial manifesto broaden, abridge, and 
even abolish the rights granted to the people.

IDAHO SENATOR URGES CONGRESS 
TO CURB MONEY CONGESTION. 


Western Member of Senate Declares 
Hundreds of Milliens Have Been 
Acecumulatec in the Great “Gam- 
bling Club on the Hudson”—Wants 
Board of National Control of Cor 
porations — House Debates Philip- 
pine Tari@ Bill. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—Before going 
into executive session today the senate 
listened to a speech by Mr. Heyburn of Idaho 
in support of his bili creating a national 
board for the contro! of corporations, in 
which he denounced Wall street, because 
of its alleged interference with the affairs 
of the country. * 

“It is known as Wall street,” he said, 
“but im reality it is only a gambling club, 
with headquarters om the Hudson river, 
from which it assumes to dictate the gen- 
eral policy of the country, threatening that 
unless this thing or that ie done it will wreck 
the country. 

“ Fortunately,” he added, “the time has 
passed when it can do that, although it 
once possessed that power.” There is an 
“unnatural and unholy congestion” ef the 
money of the country in Wali street, and 
he asserted that “ hundreds of millions have 
been accumulated there by a combination 
of gambiers who use their power to bring 
about a stress in the money market.” He 
would have this tendency checked eo far 
as it could be done, and he believed that his 


| bill would ald in accomplishing that result.

Tariff Debate in House. 


The Philippine tariff debate in the house 
today consisted more of party maneuvering 
for advantageous campaign material than 
of discussion of the question at issue. The 
Serif’ was the text of a speech by Mr. 
Grosvenor of Ohio, who began the debate, 
and of an extended reply by Mr. Williams, 
the minority leader, : 

Philippine tobacco was characterized as 
“poor, miserable stuff” by Mr. Grosvenor, 
and although his state raised tohacco he did 
not fear competition from the Philippines, 
which would not sell in the Cincinnati mar- 
ket for anything. 

Massachusetts was next the subject of Mr. 
Grosvenor's. remarks, He went on to show 
that notwithstanding the cry for free raw 
material there was now in Massachusetts a 
flood tide of prosperity. 


Outlines a Democratic Tariff. 

Mr. Williams, the minority leader, fol- 
lowed. Discussing our presence in the Phil- 
ippines, he exclaimed: 

“Curse the hypocrisy of the fellow whe 
telle me that God put us in the Philippines. 
Nobody but a hypocrite would say it; and 
nobody but a fool would believe it. 

“American greed, American cupidity for 
prestige and conquest, and to become a world 
power went there,” he added. 

Booring the democratic tariff dootrine, all 
of which he said was old and worn out, Mr. 
Adams (Wis.), who followed Mr. Williams, 
said the republicans of his state, while pro- 
tectianists, believed a revision and readjust- 
memt of existing tariff conditions should be 
made at this time.

Justice Harlan Perpetrates a 
Joke on the Van Buren 
Street Bore, 


APOLOGY TO J. HAM LEWIS 


Attorneys Finish Their Argu- 
ment For and Against the 
City’s Rights. 


Washington, D. O., Jan. 11.—{Special.j— 
More than half the time of the Supreme court 
today was taken up with the concluding 
arguments in the case of the West Chicage 
street railway oompany against the city of 
Chicago, which ie known as the Van Bured 
street tunnel case, in which the street car 
company is seeking to reverse the opinion of 
the Supreme court of Illinois that the city 
has the right to compel the lowering of the 
tunnel at the of the street car com- 
pany. Incidentaily, the grave justices of the 
higheet tribunel of the land seemed to depart 
from their accustomed eusterity to have a 
little sly fun at the expense of the Chicago 
attorneys. 

In concluding his argument for the street 
railway company, Attorney Wilson had re- 
marked it was a question whether the city 
had the power to compel the company te 
remove the tunnel. 

Justice Harlan asked if the city ordinance 
specified *‘ where the tunnel was to be re- 
moved to?’ 

The whole bench grinned at the Kentucky 
jurist’s joke. 

There also was an exchange of curtesies 
between Corporation Counsel J. Hamilton 
Lewis and Justice Holmes, and the justice 
gracefully said that probably he had done Mr. 


Lewis an injustice yesterday in saying that 
‘he could not comprehend any of his argu- 


ment. He made it olear that he did not agree 
with the corporation counsel of Chicago in 
the position he took as to the law points in- 
volved, but he asked pardon for the abrupt- 
ness and possible discourtesy of his remarks 
the evening before. 


Argument for the City. 


The principal argument for the city today 
was presented to the court by Granville W, 
Browning after Mr. Lewis had concluded 
the argument he left unfinished yesterday. 
Mr. Browning went into the merits of the 
case extensively, as well as into the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction. He showed that the Ap- 
pellate court as well ae the Circuit court of 
Illinois positively had decided that the Van 
Buren street tunnel was an actual obstruc- 
tion to the navigation of the Chicago river. 
Then he went on to say that the Supreme 
court of the United States hes held repeated- 
ly that when the decision of the highest court 
of a state was brought before the Supreme 
court of the United States by writ of error 
the conclusions of fact found by the state 
court would not be reviewed. 

In this case, said Mr. Browning, the Illinois 
Supreme court had declared that the pro- 
vision of the horse and dummy act, that any 
structure crossing a navigable water should 
in no cage obstruct navigation, must be read 
into the charter of the street car company as 
well as the city ordinance of 1888. The 
United States Supreme court has decided 
that where the finding of a state court is 
based on the construction of the statute un- 
der which the contract is claimed, that con- 
struction will be adopted, and that there is 
no federal question. Therefore, Mr. Brown- 


there could be no violation of a contract 
such as would raise a federal question, and 
the United States Supreme court therefore 
could exercise no jurisdiction. 

Insists on City’s Rights. 

It was also argued that to constitutea law- 
ful structure in a navigable river there must 
be joint. consemt of both national and state 
governments. Mr. Browning also insisted 
that the title to the soil under the bed of a 
river may be {n a railroad company because it 
owns the land at either approach, but it isa 
qualified and not an absolute title, and sub- 
ject at all times to public easement of navi- 
gation, 

He showed that the Chicago river at this 
point always had been a navigable stream 
and that any structure built in thesoil under 
its water would be put there at the compa- 
nies’ risk, and that it would be obliged toe 
move it at any time when it became an ob- 
struction to navigation. It would be a hard- 
ship to compel the public at its own expense 
to remove or lower structures erected by pri- 
vate owners. : 

In his argument in behalf of the etreet car 
company yesterday John P. Wilson insisted 
that the Van Buren street tunnel could not 
be considered an interruption to navigation, 
because the tunnele at Washington and la 
Galic street, owned by the city, effectually 
barred the entrance to a deep draft vessel 
long before Van Buren street was reached. 


Like Three Huge Bowlders. 


In regard to that Mr. Browning submitted 
the theory thet the case was the same as 
if there were three bowers in the river, one 
at Van Buren street,’ one at Washington, 
and oné at La Salle street. He asked whether 
any one would contend that the ality -could 
not blast out all three of them and could not 
begin by first blasting out the bowlder at Van 
Buren street? 

Mr. Wileon concluded for the street car 
company, following the same general line as 
in his opening argument yesterday. 


$50,000,000 LOSS TO PACKERS 


Secretary Wilson Says Orders Will Go 
Unfilled Unless Emergency Appro- 
priation for Inspectors Is Granted. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—* Untees con- 
gress speedily grante the emergency appro- 
priation of $185,000 requested by me for addi- 
tional inspectors and microscopists it is prob- 
able that over $50,000,000 worth of orders for 
American pork and beef products placed by 
German dealere will go unfitted.” 

Thies etatement was meade by Secretary 
Willson today. Anticipating the high rates 
of duty on products emanating from the 
United States imposed by the new German 
tariff, which becomes effective March 1 
next, and Germany at the present time being 
in urgent need of meat supplies, Secretary 
Wilson sald that German dealers have flood- 
ed the packing houces of this country with 
orders

Waste of Words Hides Facts. 
Justice Brown made the suggestion, “ Why 


Bot begin at the end of your history, then go 


backward, because in that way we would 
know what you are trying to show, and we 
could apply the facts as they came up.” 

These comments, and others by different 

members of the court, were not at all un- 
friendly, but expressed clearly the extreme 
dificuity of making any clear statement of 
the points involved, and when the, court ad- 
journed for the night no ench statement had 
been made by the counsel whe opened the 
case. ; 
Chicago people, generally, know the street 
car companies made what many people be- 
Heved to be extravagant claims under the 
ninety-nine year act, and that Judge Gross- 
cup, In the United States Circuit court, set- 
tied those claims as far as he could. He de- 
cided, roughly speaking, that the companies 
had a ninety-nine year franchise over the 
Hines granted them prior to 1875, which was 
the date of the adoption of the cities and vil- 
lages act. On lines granted to companies 
after that date, Judge Grosscup held the 
franchise was terminated by ordinance In 
each case, and was not given for the life of 
the corporation. . 

According to the general estimate, Judge 
Grosscup sustained 21 per cent of the claims 
of the street car companies and denied about 
T8 per cent. The street car companies ap- 
pealed from this decision, because they hoped 
te secure all their claims. The city Iikewice 
appealed, because it hoped to knock out the 
ninety-nine year franchise entirely. Re- 
celvers of the Union Traction company also 
appealed, because of the interest it had on 
account of leases from the network of under- 
lying companies. 


Everybody Appeals but Grosscup. 


Thus. it comes about that everybody is 
appealing and the only person really who is 
not represented itn court ts Judge Grosscup 
himeelf, and he apparently is the real de- 
fendant in this curiously composite case 
from a popular, although, of course, not from 
a legal standpoint. 

It would take columns upon columns of 
Tue TRIBUNE to give a mere outline of what 
is claimed by the city and by the various 
street car interests which are opposed to 
it. The effect of the ultimate decision of 
the Supreme court of the United States will 
be to define just what rights the city of 
Chicago has in its streets and the extent to 
which it will have to go to secure a street 
car system of its own under the twenty year 
extension ordinance about to be submitted 
to the people. 

If Judge Grosscup is sustained throughout, 
it will have so much of {ts own and so much 
to buy. If he is upset entirely, it will have 
but little to buy, provided the city’s con- 
tention is sustained, but if the street car 
companies’ contention is sustained it will 
have so much to buy that the efforts to pur- 
chase would probably have to be abandoned 
and the yoke of the street car monopoly 
upon the city of Chicago would be fastened 
‘for another indefinite period. 

In the arguments which are to be made 
within the next three or four days the chief 
point at issue will be the view assumed by 
the representatives of the city, which is that, 
under the revised charter of the city of Chi- 
cago of 1851, which..gave the city council 
the right exclusively to control and regu- 
late streets and alleys, the council had law- 
ful authority to pass ordinances for the 
construction and operation of street railways 
and prescribe the terms and conditions of 
theee grants. The city asserts this is espe- 
clally true where, as in the case of Chicago, 
the municipality owns the streets. 


Contention of the City. 


It is contended, therefore, that the ordi- 
mance passed in 1858. which gave Frank Par- 
melee and his associates the right to put 
down street railroads, was a valid exercise 
of the charter power and the ordinance con- 
stituted a proper contract between the city 
of Chicago and the owners of the franchise, 
because the city became vested with the 
right to purchase the street railroad at any 
time after Ave. 16, 1883. If this be true, of 
course, the ninety-nine year act, passed In 
1865. which the city declares is unconstitu- 
tional, only operated to recognize the 
previous power of the city council and to 
formally ratify the ordinance rights of the 
Chicago City railway company, which was 
the parent of all subsequent corporations 
tn the city. 

The city, of ceurse, insists that the pre- 
existing charter power of the city of Chi- 
cago, recognized and reaffirmed by the so- 
called ninety-nine year act of 1865, to pre- 
scribe terms and conditions, included the 
power to fix the time when the privileges 
granted should terminate. 

As for the street car people, they hold ex- 
actly the opposite view. It is a curious 
feature, tn view of the latter day develop- 
ments, that the first franchise granted by 
the city council contained an ultimate mu- 
nicipal ownership provision. 


View of Street Car People. 


The street car people, therefore, insleted 
that not only did their franchises run for 
ninety-nine years, even where a shorter pe-) 
riod was specified by the city, but after that 
time had expired they could continue to own 
and operate their lines until the city pur- 
chased them under the provisions of the old 
franchise, which has since percolated 
through a series of companies until its re- 
sults were finally lodged in the Union Trac- 
tlon company, now under control of receivers 
appointed by the United States court. This 


, provision for the sale the street car people 


hold to be the charter right of the Chicago 
Street railway company, attaching to its en- 
tire system and transferred by it. under au- 
thority of law to the West Division com- 
pany and its successors. 

The city holds that the ninety-nine year 
law was unconstitutional, er, at least, mean- 
ingless. The street car people insist it ex- 
tended the corporate life of the companies 
to. ninety-nine years, and similariy extended 
the operation of every grant and franchise, 
the limitation in the city ordinances being 
passed merely because the city never recog- 
nized the act of 1865 as valid.

Wall Street Escapes Flood of 
$4,500,000 of Bogus Nor- 
folk Securities. 


PLANS WERE WELL LAID. 


New York Bank Note Company 
Induced to Print Forged 
Stock by Fake Letter. 


New York, Jan. 11.—[Special.]~-The arrest 
of Charies Augustus Seton in Maryland and 
his arrival in this city today as a prisoner 
is the first thread that is expected to lead 
to the center of one of the most amazing 
swindles ever attempted in Wall street. 

Seton is the man who is suspected of head- 
ing the conspiracy to float a large issue of 
forged certificates of Norfolk and Western 
railroad common stock of which it is known 
that at least four have been apld in this 
country. : 

It transpired today that Seton hed $4,500,- 
000 worth of these bogus certificates of stock 
printed by the Hamilton Bank Note En- 
greving and Printing company of this city. 
How many he and his confederates succeed- 
ed in disposing of cannot even be guessed at. 


Europe May Be Flooded. 

There are rumors that the fraudulent cer- 
tificates were peddled through the financial 
markets of Europe mere extensively than in 
this country, and from one source at least 
comes the guess that $1,000,000 worth of the 
bogus securities were disposed of abroad. 
The market value of a Norfolk and West- 
ern certificate for 100 shares of common 
stock is about $7,500. 

How many confederates Seton had is not 
known. One man, Samuel Humphreys of 157 
Washington street, Brooklyn, was arrested 
tochy. 


Imposed on Printing Company. 

The Hamilton Bank Note Engraving and 
Printing company was imposed upon by Seton 
and induced to print the bogus certificates | 
a forged letter, which might have aro 
their suspicions, but which didn’t. 

Stock certificates for cheap mining com- 
panies are sometimes lithographed. All other 
certificates are made from steel plates. The 
Hamilton Bank Note people could not make 
a satisfactory explanation toe the ratiroad 
company of their acceptance of an order to 
lithograph securities for a railroad company 
whose gross annual earnings are $30,000,000 
without calling up the officers of the company 
and finding out whether Seton was doing 
business for them. 

This is the letter which Seton showed the 
Hamilton Bank Noté people last August, and 
upon the strength of which they made for 
him 500 100 sharé certificates in two books 
of 250 each: 

New York, Aug. 8, 1905.--C. Auguatus Seton, 4 
Exchange place—Dear Sir: Inclosed you will find 
copy of an old Norfolk and Western certificate 
which was used, as I explained to you, when I 
was president ef the company. Our new line 
runs from Norfolk to St. Louis, and the proceeds 
of the additional stock issue I want to use te 
acquire rights, terminals, depet grounds, and 
freight yards. The name is to be the Norfolk 
and Western railway company, instead of “ rail- 
road,"’ as it appears in the ald stock. There will 
be $80,000,000 of stock, and, as I told you, a bond 
issue of the same is about to follow. 

Have the work rushed through as rapidly as poe- 
sible. We will pay the extra expense necessary to 
expedite the lithographing, etc. When the bond 
issue is ready we are going to let you handle it. 
I am going out of town, bat will be back In New 
York Monday and want to see you then.

Letter Seemed to Be Genuine. 

This letter was exhibited today by Harmon 
S. Graves, counsel for the Hamilton com- 
pany, as the reason why the company had 
executed Seton’s order. 

The letter is typewritten on the Norfolk 
and Western letter paper. There never was 
any C. B. Franklin connected with the Nor- 
folk and Western, and from this vague letter 
it does not appear just in what capacity C. 
B. Franklin signed it, except as former presi- 
dent. ‘ 

Seton, it appears, had done business with 
the Hamilton Bank Note company before. 
Manager Thomas of the bank note company, 
who did this work for him, had got te know 
Beton. He hed offices in Exchange place 
which impressed the Hamilton Bank Note 
people, according to their story. They did 
not know that these offices were fer the 
“come ons.”

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NEW CHARITIES BOARD. 

Gov. Deneen has acted in an exemplary 
manner in making up the new membership 
of the state board of charities. He has 
taken plenty of tinie for the purpose, he has 
obviously consulted with persons advised 
and interested concerning the important and 
specialized duties of that board, and he has 
finally secured a body whose personne] is 
unexceptionable. 

Dr. Billings, the new president of the 
body, is not only a physician of the first 
rank in Chicago but he is one who is ac- 
quainted with the problems of public insti- 
tutions, and has had much to do already in 
connection with recent reforms and improve- 
ments in the charitable institutions of Cook 
county. Dr. Emil G. Hirsch is more than 
the head of a great religious congregation 
and a student of social problems. He is also 
a man of high and positive standards con- 
cerning public Hfe, and of courage to insist 
upon them. This he showed when he re- 
signed from thig'same board, under Gov. 
Yates, because the latter insisted upon dic- 
tating whom the board should appoint as 
secretary. Miss Julia Lathrop, who had 
been a member of this board under two ad- 
ministrations of different political com- 
plexion, resigned at the same time and for 
the same reason as did Dr. Hirsch. Miss 
Lathrop probably knows and possibly cares 
more about the charitable institutions of 
Illinois as a whole than does any other per- 
son in the state. Her presence on the board 
will be invaluable. Dr. John C. McNally, 
former president of the State Medical asso- 
ciation, will be the fourth member, and Mrs. 
Clara Bourland, who is prominent in wom- 
en’s clubs and in Catholic charitable work, 
is expected te succeed Father Edward A. 
Kelly ‘when:he retireson Marchl. . 

The new board will evidently contain no 
lumber. Dr. Billings’ final consent to serve 
as president was undoubtedly influenced by 
this prospect. The circumetanee illustrates 
the fact that the way in which to induce 
the ‘ablest and busiest men to serve on 
public appointive bodies is to assure them 
concerning the fitness of all their colleagues. 

Appointments of this kind should be a

Two years ago a large part of the busi- 
ness section of Baltimore was suddenly de- 
stroyed by fire. About the same time To- 
ronto suffered in the same way. These 
events properly aroused the national board 
of fire underwriters to ascertain whether or 
net other American cities were exposed to 
a like destruction of property. The board 
accordingly instituted investigations on the 
subject in a mumber of American cities, and 
the report om Chicago, the facts for which 
were chiefly gathered last summer, has now 
appeared. It involves a general survey of 
Chicago conditions from the point of view 
of fire risk, and recommends a long list of 
specific improvements: 

The most important of these is that the 
high pressure system, substantially as here- 
mission, be installed at once in the business 
district. The next most impertant recem- 
mendation is that meters be installed gener- 
ally in the city as a means of preventing 
waste and of conserving the pressure ia the 
ordinary water mains. The third mest im- 
portant recommendation is that eleven new 
engine companies, certain additional ladder 
companies, and one additional pumping sta- 
tion be established without delay. 

The repert further advises the extension 
of the fire limits, the revision of the building 
laws, especially those respecting the height 
of buildings and the area covered, better 
regulations governing the handling and stor- 
ing ef explosives, and a requirement that 
automatic sprinklers be adopted in build- 
ings affected with epecial fire risks. It also 
meker numerous suggestions concerning the 
organization of the Gre depastment. It reo- 
ommends, for example, that the fire chief's 
} tenare of office depend absolutely upon his 
efficiency, that. promotions be based solely 


erdimarily at the age of 62, thatthe present 
engineering foree of the department be 
tested by a rigid examination, that the fire 

chief have exelusive disciplinary authority, 

that he have certain additions to his imme-.

He knows, too, that the organization of the 
fire department needs not only due expan- 
sion but likewise a constant insistence upen 
the test of efficiency. This report should 
be cordially received and promptly dealt 
with by the city authorities. It should lead 
to action. 


SCHOOL BOARD’S GILDED DOME. 

The idea of erecting a-central school ad- 
ministration building was not inspired by a 
desire to economize. If it had been the sub- 
ject would have been studied from that point 
of view. The idea did not grow out of the 
wish to accommodate the officers of the 
board or citizens who have te transact busi- 
ness with them. Otherwise it would not 
have been proposed to put up the building 
on the west side in an unsuitable place. 

It never would have occurred to any mem- 

ber that an administration building was 
needed if the board had not been flush of 
funds. It had levied taxes for school build- 
ing purposes, but had spent so little that a 
large surplus accumulated. A_ surplus, 
whether it be in the treasury of the national 
government or in that of a small municipal 
corporation, affects in the same way the 
minds of those who control it. They are 
invariably inspired with a burning desire to 
“bust the surplus.” They itch to spend 
money which is not their own for public 
works which are not needed. 
..The surplus which tempts the board to 
extravagance.is so large that a $500,000 ad- 
ministration building would not devour It. 
Therefore it is proposed that a commercial 
high school be established.. The surplus 
must be destroyed, not by a reduction of 
taxes for a year or so, which would give 
grateful relief to taxpayers, but by. organ- 
ized extravagance. 

In the opinion of many good judges, if 
the “administration building” and “ com- 
niercial high school " are undertaken by the 
board of education, together with other ad- 
ditions to the building contemplated by some 
ef the members, the cost will not be less 
than $750,000 to $1,000,000. Rather a poor 
commentary upon the continued statement 
that there are not nearly sufficient accom- 
modations now for the poor children who 
wish to get in primary schools the rudiments 
ef an Mnglish education. 

The situation illustrates the necessity for 
a conselidation of taxing bodies in this city. 
There are eight of them, and each collects 
from the people all it can, whether it needs 
the money or not. If the charter amend- 
ment shall be held-.good by the Supreme 
court-it will be possible to consolidate six of 
them, the board of education being one. It 
must be done if it can be. Then one depart- 
ment of the public service will not be de- 
moralized by a surplus while another is de- 
moralized by penury. If the taxing bodies 
had been consolidated a few years ago noth- 
ing would be heard today of a schoo} ad- 
ministration building and “ commercial high 
school,” or some éther schemes of the “ sur- 
plus busters "’ of the board of education,

It is 
by no means certain that the electorate will 
return a liberal] majority in the contest which 
has now been inaugurated. Should the 
unionists, as many people seem to believsa.

Lord and Lady Aber are evidently 
prepared for some sort an eventuality as 
this, and do not care to go to all the trouble 
and expenge of installing themselvee at Dub- 
lin castle when there is a possibility thar 
the earl’s term as viceroy may be brought to 
an end before the chee of the month.

Meanwhile it will be well to keep an eye 
upon Lord Kitchener.

John Burns—took upon himself_in his speech 
to hie constituents the other day at Battersea 
to belittle the victories of England in the 
Soudan in South Africa, in the achievement 
of which Kitchener took a leading part, the 
minister going on’ to describe the money 
which they had cost as having been “ use- 
lessly equandered.’’ Indeed, Lord Kitchener 
has but one champion in the liberal cabinet~ 
namely: Sir Edward Grey, the secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, who, like his close 
friend, Lord Rosebery, believes that Lord 
Kitchener should be allowed an entirely free 
hand in the task of reorganizing the British 
army, not alone in India but also in. England. 

As to the story published by the English 
papers that Lord Kitchener is coming home 
on leave of absence, that is all nonsense. He 
cannot leave India during hie term of office 
unless he resigus or is removed from the 
commandership im chief. In one word, he is 
subjected to the same restrictions as the 
viceroy and the governors of Bombay and 
Madras, as well as the commanding generals 
of these two so-called presidencies. Thus 
when the duke of Connaught commanded the 
troops of the Bombay presidency and came 
home to attend the jubilee of his mother, the 
late Queen Victoria, the sanction of parlia- 
ment had to be sought and obtained before 
he could take his departure from Bombay

BER OF PASSES ISSUED., 


Politicians ‘ana Employes of Govern- 
ment Fail to Receive Free Transe- 
portation, but Large Manufactur- 
ers, Coal Operators, and Grain Mer- 
chants, Who Givé Reads Large 
Freight Business, Notice No Change 
in Custom.

All classes of mem are being hit by the 
spasm .of virtue which has seized the, ra!l- 
roads in the matter of issuing free trans- 
portation except the large manufacturer, 
coal operator, or grain merchant, who can 
furnish’ the railroads with a large quantity 
of freight every year. Although the rail- 
roads have protested loudly that no compli- 
mentary passes would be issued after Jan. 1 
to induce business to their linés, the curtail- 
ment has not been noticeable. and the ship- 
pers are not complaining’seriously. 

But the servants of Uncle Sam, and the 
politicians, national, state, and municipal, 
have noticed a material falling off in the 
shower of little white. cards labeled 1904, 
which would entitle. them to ride free upon 
railroad trains, and there is in consequence 
a widespread dejection in their ranks. IYhere 
is a grain of hope, however, which the poli- 
ticians and others manage to extract from 
the eituation, and that comes from the fac: 
that similar spasme have seized the railroads 
before, though never in quite so viclent a 
form ae.the present, but they have been of 
short duration, and usually before the first 
quarter of the year has passed By railroad 
presidente have relented. 


Charge Government Full Rates, 


The latest strike of the railroads in the 
matter of transportation is the decision of 
all the roads to cease granting special rates 
to Uncle Sam's soldiers and sailors. In 1901, 
there being a partiqularly heavy travel of en- 
liste@ men and officers on furlough to and 
from the Philippines, many of these men 
dhaving to travel way across the con- 
tinent to’ reach .their. homes, the railroads 
granted a rate of 1% cents a mile for the 
officers and men in the army and navy and 
their tmmediate families and dependents. 
This rate was a great boon to the enlisted 
men and officers, and has’*made it possible 
for some of them to visit their homes which 
otherwise they could not have done. |

Confederates in Bond Deal. 


Who engraved these bonds and who as- 
sisted Prior in disposing of them has not 
been revealed, but the bankers’ committee 
which has charge of all of the affairs of the 
suspended firm has put detectives at work, 
and arrests may be expected. That there 
must have been several confederates em- 
ployed in the manufacture of bogus cert{fi- 
cates seems clear. The bonds were sold 
in small lots, some in Cleveland, others in 
northern Ohlo and others in Michigan. Stil! 
others were distributed, it is believed, 
through bond houses in the east. 

‘This much has been discovéred. The.bonds 
Were not sold in large quantities to any one 
investor and individual losses will not be 
heavy. In all cases, it is stated, the loss wi!!!

loss. 
Think Firm Insolvent.. 


The bankers’ committee announcement re- 
garding the forged bonds contained the fol- 
lowing statement issued late today: 

‘“* Examination of the books has not yet 
proceeded-far enough to enable the commit- 
tee to make any definite statement, but suffi- 
cient has been learned to warrant it in stat- 
ing that it. is forced to believe the firm in- 
solvent, but to-what extent we cannot tell. 
We also are convinced. that certain municie 
pal bonds which have been used. by the firm 
have been forged, .to what amount we are 
unable.to determine.”’ . 

Frank W. Rockefeller, the heaviest loser 
through Prior’s downfall, said today: 

“I think the stories of my recent invest- 
ments have been exaggerated in the gossip 
around town. I am not .carrying 50,000 
shares of Anaconda or 16,000 shares of Re- 
public. Of course I had done a good business 
through the house and had a considerable 
amount of stock up as cenpteres.

GRILLO RESIGNS 
TO HELP MINORS. 


New Drafting Rules Adopted 
by the National Baseball 
Commission. 


BAN JOHNSON PACIFIED. 
In site on the Removal of Péteonsl 
Enemy from the Board of 


Arbitration. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 11.—[Special.]-—-The na- 
tional commission, at ite annual meeting to- 
day at the Grand hotel, officially adopted the 
new drafting rules agreed upon by the major 
and minor leagues. But before the minors 
succeeded in getting their wants from t.e 
high 1 court J. Kd Grillo, president 
of the Toledo club of the American as. -ia- 
tion, had to resign his place on the board 
of arbitration of the National Association 
of Minor Leagues, to which place he was 
elected on Tuesday at Chicago. 

It was said that before President Johnson 
of the American league would vote for the 
adoption of the increased drafting prices 
Grillo had to resign. or else the minors would 
be in the same state as formerly, without 
a chance to secure an advance. To make the 
resignation appear voluntary the commis- 


| sion, at its session, officially adopted the new 


rules, and tnen Grillo notified the members 
that he resigned his recently electeu position. 

Regarding his resignation Grillo tonight 
gaid: “‘ When the national association elected 
me to its board it gave evidence of having 
confidence in me to protect Ms interests, and 
the proposition which confronted the minor 
leagues here today gave me the opportu- 
nity to prove by my resi7na..on — t - con- 
fidence was not misplaced.” 


Change in Draft Prices. 

Under the new rules the draft prices are ae 
follows: From class A teams, $1,000, instead 
of $750; clase B, $750 instead of $500; class 
C, $500 instead of $800; and the lower classes 
$300 instead of $200. as formerly. The price 
of the draft must be paid at the time the draft 
is made, and not in two installments, as for- 
merly. Only one player can be drafted from 
class Aleagues. The committee of the minor 
leagues which was in session with the na- 


- tional commission was M. H. Sexton, former 


president of the Western league; Judge Will- 
lam Kavanaugh, president of the Southern 
league; Secretary J. H. Farrell and Presi- 
dent P. T. Powers of the National associa- 
tion. 

Chairman Hermann réad his annual report, 
and dwelt upon the fact that every finding, 
ruling, and notice of the national commis- 
sion was unanimous, which brushes aside the 
severe criticism sometimes set forth charg- 
ing the cfficials with favcrins this or that 
leagué. Hermann thinks the new rules will 
stop the “covering up’ of players which 
has been practiced by almost every club in 
organized baseball. ‘ Covering up " of play- 
ers has been one of the most serious questions 
that the commission had to deal with. 

The report showed that seventy-three cases 
had been decided during the year. Secretary 
Bruce’s report showed that the commission 
had handled $176,000 during the year. This 
includes the receipts of the world’s champion- 
ship series and the Chicago championship 
games, 

Quarters for Commission. 

The national commission decided to estab- 
lish permanent quarters in the Wiggins block 
in this city. The Nationa] Association of 
Minor Leagues will contribute $1,000 annu- 
ally to the suppor* of these downtown offices. 

The fact that the opening of the American 
league season has been changed to April 17 
will not affect the National league, whose 
opening games are scheduled for April 12, ac- 
cording to the statement of Harry Pulliam, 
president of the National league. 


MINORS FAIL TO ADOPT DATES. 


Three Eyes Leaguers Wrangle Over 
Schedule, Which, After Being 
Accepted, Is Rescinded. 


The ThreefEyes ! e magnates, not being able 
to become fashionable by developing a factional 
fight tn their meeting at the Annex yesterday, got 
as nearly itn line with the other minor leagues as 
possible by having « friendly wrangle over the 
playing schedule for 1906, the only business for 
which the meeting was called.

for a time it is hard to see where the bears 
will get any new influence.

The crop scare season is being heralded 
by sundry ominous reports from various 
sections of the country. Logan-Bryan say:

This in conjunction with 
reports of damage from insufficient mois- 
ture through Illinois and Missouri, makes 
us feel the period of crop scares is almost 
at hand. ‘ Reports from the southwest, while 
not alarming, indicate conditions are caus- 
ing some uneasiness.”’ 


There were bids for more corn here from

Late cable advices from Ham- 
burg claim that spot lard is selling cheaper 
in that market than e perity with Chicago 
prices. 


Late mail advices from San’ Francisco to 
W. P. Anderson report a great shortage in 
rainfall in the wheat belt of California, only 
about 2% inches for the winter up to Jan. 5, 
compared with a normal of 15 to 18 inches. 


Broomhall estimates Argentine shipments 
of wheat for the week at 800,000 bu, compared 
with 216,000 bu for the corresponding week 
last year, and corn shipments at 400,000 bu, 
compared with 1,818,000 bu last year.
